Responsive to the Office Action of May 15, 2008, constituting a requirement for election 
of species, Applicants hereby make the following elections, referring to the hydrophilic polymer 
chain formed from a macro monomer of formula (M) in claim 6, and the polymer chain having a 
chargeable group formed from a monomer having formula (A) in claim 6:

The claims which read on the elected species are claims 1 and 6-10.
